The Anſwer of Robert Dixon, 1 to Mr. An- 
neſley's Caſe, Humbly offer d to the Conſideration 
of the Farliament of Great-Britain. 


Dixon's Father and Grandfather, were lawfully ſeized of the whole 

Town and Lands of Tippenan in Ireland (except Ten Acres that be- 

| longed to the late King Fames, as part of his private Eſtate) and by 

the Death of Sir Richard Dixon, which happened in the Year 1684, the ſame 

deſcended to the faid Robert Dixon, then of the Age of 'Ten Years, who, by his 
Guardian, continued in Poſſeſlion 'till the late Troubles in that Kingdom. 

That the Duke of Tork's Agents ſometimes pretended Title to a third part, 
and at other times to a Mojety of the ſaid Lands, and brought ſeveral Eje&- 
ments, but could never recover njore than the 'Teti Acres, notwithftanding 
their great Power and Intereſt. 

Thar in the Year 1682, Sir William Talbot, the Duke of Tork's Commitſlioner, 
took upon him to make a Leaſe for 31 Years, of a Moiety of the Premiſſes, to 
one”.Q1zn, an Attorney, at the Yearly Rent of 25. 6d. for every Acre that he 
ſhonld enjoy under that Demiſe, but he never recover'd more thati the 10 Actes. 

That on the 6th of Zanuary 1690, ſoon after the ViRory of the Boyne, Mr. 
Amneſley, being the faid Robert Dixon's Kinſman and Neighbour, was, by the 
Lord Chancellor of Ireland, Aſligned Guardian tohim, and, as ſuch, poſſeſſed 
himſelf of the ſaid Lands, and received the Rents and Profits. 

That the Commiſhoners of the Revenue in that Kingdom, gave Mr. Dixon 
ſome Diſturbance, but upon Application made to them by Mr, Anneſley, the 
Guardian, an Order was obtain'd for quieting him in his Poſſeſſion, Mr, Qnneſy 
producing his Pupils Title, and making it appear that thoſe Lands did neither 
belong to the late King Zames, nor to any Forfeiting Perſon. 

That in the Year 1695, Mr. Anneſley, whilſt he was in Poſſeſſion of the Pre- 
miſſes, as Guardian to the ſaid Robert Dixon, took a Leaſe for 17 Years from 
the ſaid Lon, of a Moiety thereof, at the Yearly Rent of 3s. 8d. for every 
Acre that he ſhould enjoy under Quin's Title; and Mr. Dixon ſoon afterwards 
attaining his full Age, expeded to be let into Poſſeſſion, but his Guardian ſet 
up a Title in himſelf, by colour of the ſaid Leaſe, and Attorned Tenant to 
the Counteſs of Orkney, who had a Grant of the late King Fames's private E- 
ſtate ; and, by Privilege of Parliament in that Kingdom, kept the ſaid Mr. Dixon 
out of Poſſeſſion of a- third part of the Premiſles, until the paſling of the late 
Ad of Reſumption. | 
- That Mr. Dixon beihg thus uſed by his quondarr Guardian, and thinking an 
Application to the late Truſtees, for Sale of the 1riſh Forfeitures, rhe readieſt 
way to get into Poſſeſſion, did therefore exhibit a Claim before them, not for 
« parts, as is ſuggeſted by Mr. Anneſley, but for the third part that was de- 
tained from him : Claiming a molety of the ſaid third part as his Inheritance, 
and the reſidue by virtue of the Leaſe made by Quin to Mr. Anneſley, as being 
taken in Truſt for him, whilſt he was under his Tuition ; whereupon the 
Truſtees fancying that he had Claimed the whole before them Fre: was 
not ſo) were pleaſed to Decree Mr. Dixon one Moiety, and to diſmiſs his Claim 
for the other Moiety; and then ſold that Motety, being 161 Acres to the ſaid 


Anneſley, for 6001. gbating and allowing him 1001. thereof foz 
Serulces in making out their Title to the P:emilles, as 
may appear by the Deed of Purchale. 


That Mr. Dixon being well aſſured, that the ſaid Truſtees had no powet 
to diſpoſe of his Lands, did not think fit to bid 595 1. or any other Sum, for 
the ſame, but brought his Eje&ment in the Queen's-Bench of Ireland and had 
Judgment for all, except the Ten Acres z which Judgment was athrmed 1n the 
Queen's-Bench at Weſtminſter, and afterwards in the Houſe of Lords 3 and 
thereupon Mr. Dixon had a Writ of Enquiry for the mean Profits, front the 
time of the Judgment had in Ireland, which was about two Years z and a ſub- 
ſtantial Jury of Freeholders being Sworn on the ſaid Enquiry, aſſeſſed the 
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faid mean 'Rates 'to ryol. 145. 84..and upon the return thoredf Mr. Dixon 
had Judgment for-the ſaid Summ, -accord$ing to the Statute ; and. alſo for 
1841. 125. 74. Coſts of Court, Taxed in Prpland-and Treland, making in all 
3851. 75. 34. and not-go3l. 55. 24. as is friggefted by Mr. Annefiey in his 
printed Caſe. And Mr. Dixon, by virtue of k Writ of Habere facias omen, 
was fairly and duly put into Poſſeſlion of the exat number of Acres by him 
recover'd, without -encroaching on the Ten Aores, or Mr. x = the ancient 
Eftate. And tho' Mr. Ameſley, when he was Guardian to Mr. Drxon, threw 
down and defaced the'Metes and Bounds betwixt his'own Lands, and the ſaid 
Town of Tippenan, and'made ſeveral crofs Ditches, wirhideſignjto create Con- 
Fufion, and put 1t'out-of any Man's Power to diſtinguith the Bounds;| yet when 
Poſlefſion 'was'given to Mr.'Dixon, by the Sheriff, rhe Mears were traced, and 
ſhewed 'him -by fix Perfons'on their Oaths, and fome of them 'Workmen that 
(had been employ'd/by Mr. Auneſley, in demolifhing and leveling the old Bounds. 
And Mr. Dixon doth averr, That his Brother-1n-L:aw, Sir X#ldave Burrowes, 
who happened-to.be'Sheriffof the Connty, did not tmtermeddle, direaly or in- 
diretly with the Execution of the ſaid Writs, but left the ſame wholly to the 

matagement-of 'the Under-Sherift, William Fuſtzce, Gent. | 
In regard therefore that the faid Mr. Aneſley has receiv'd confiderably more 
out of the Premiſes than 'the Purchaſe-Money and all his Expences, and did 
buy, with his Eyes open, a Title diſcovered by himfelf againft his Pupil, 
Neighbour, and Relation, 'and had 1ool. allowed him for the difcovery of 

fuch defetive Title, | |
